ORDER

I.

By transmittal number 2003-02, filed on March 14, 2003,

E NOA CORPORATION (E Noa) seeks commission approval on short

notice of certain changes to its tariff. E Noa makes its request

in accordance with Hawaii Revised Statutes § 271-21 and Hawaii

Administrative Rules § 6-63-18. The proposed effective date of

E Noa’s transmittal is April 1, 2003.

E Noa proposes certain changes to its regular route

service.’ Specifically: (1) adding and/or deleting certain stops

to its Red Line, Pink Line, Blue Line, and Yellow Line routes;

(2) changing the starting times of its Red Line, Pink Line, and

Yellow Line routes; and (3) adding a Sandy Beach drive-by to its

Blue Line route.2

‘The 1st sentence of E Noa’s transmittal inadvertently
describes a new, proposed Oahu charter service. This new service
is covered in E Noa’s transmittal number 2003-01, also filed on
March 14, 2003, as a new tariff page, page 16k. Page 16k is
attached to transmittal number 2003-01, but not to transmittal
number 2003-02. ~

2The specific routes for the Red Line, Pink Line, Blue Line,
and Yellow Line services are described in the revised tariff
pages attached to transmittal number 2003-02.



E Noa states that the proposed changes “are necessary

for a timely transition to update stops and timing changes to

meet client demands.” It explains that:

1. April
1

st is a major date for contract renewals and

to implement any resulting, negotiated changes.

2. Thus, many late changes involving routes and stops
occur.

3. Nonetheless, its clients seek to implement these
changes on April l”~, and the advertisements and
brochures “indicate April 1 as the start date.”

Accordingly, E Noa seeks approval of transmittal

number 2003-02 on short notice.

Upon review, the commission finds good cause to approve

E Noa’s request on short notice, effective from March 14, 2003.

II.

THE COMMISSION ORDERS that E Noa Corporation’s

transmittal number 2003-02, filed on March 14, 2003, is approved

on short notice, effective from April 1, 2003.
